WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
— Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy said today that in all 
kinds of civil rights cases the 
States will be given a chance to 
act before the Federal Govern- 
ment brings enforcement suits. 


He told reporters this after a 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearing on the nomination of 
Burke Marshall to head the De- 
partment of Justice civil rights 
division. 

Marshall’s nomination to be 
an Assistant Attorney General 
was sent to the Senate on Feb. 
9. He is a 38-year-old Washing- 
ton corporation lawyer. 


Marshall testified it is the de- 
_sire of the Attorney General to 
work out with state officials, if 
| possible, the enforcement of civil 
rights laws without bringing 
litigation. 

Asked about this after the 
hearing, Kennedy said ‘“‘that is 
the procedure we are going to 
follow in all kinds of cases.” 

He said he has adopted the 
practice of calling Governors or 
other state officials and telling 
them what steps the Federal 
Government intends to take 
under the law to protect civil 
rights. 

“If that is made unnecessary 
by state action, no litigation will 
be brought,”” Kennedy said. 

The Attorney General was 
asked whether he has any plans 
to submit new civil rights legis- 
lation to Congress any time soon. 
He said he does not, but added 
‘that any decision on legislation 
is up to the President. 

The hearing on Marshall’s 
nomination, the second held by 
the Judiciary committee, was 
brief. Indications were that the 
committee might act on the 
nomination next week, although 
the hearings were not formally 
closed.

‘that we get averages of 38.5 
hours a week instead of 40 
hours.” 

Asked whether the present re- 
cession would give a sense of 
urgency to the labor-manage- 
ment-public council meeting be- 
ginning next week, he said the 
sessions would be ‘extremely 
important.’’ Mentioning the ne- 
cessity of being competitive 
abroad, he said: ‘There are 
some indications from last year’s 
favorable balance of trade, which 
protected to some degree our 
gold supply, that we may not 
have as successful a year abroad. 

‘‘] would think that both manv- 
facturers and labor unions, and 
certainly the public, would want 
to see American industry remain 
competitive. If we are not able 
to be competitive with a very 
Strong and thriving industrial 
economy in western Europe, we 
are going to find ourselves in 
serious trouble. There are also 
serious domestic matters, auto- 
mation, technological change, 
unemployment, the wage-price 
spiral. 

“IT am extremely concerned 
about all these matters and I am 
sure they are. They live.with 
them. I am hopeful that we can 
encourage a public interest phi- 
losophy among all the groups 
which will provide progress. We 
have not been successful in the 
past, but these are the only 
things we can do. We lack any 
other powers.”’ 

Refuses to Take Sides. 

Mr. Kennedy was careful not 
to take sides in the controversy 
between chairman Walter W. 
Heller of his Council of Eco- 
momic Advisers and Chairman 
William McChesney Martin of 
the Federal Reserve Board over 
permanent or ‘‘structural’’ un- 
employment. 

Remarking that he did not

He emphasized that 
whether the unemployment was 
Structural or temporary, the

Jogical change, which even in 
good times would cause us se 
Fious concern. 

“In other words,”’ he contin- 
ued,”’ even in eastern Kentucky, 
West Virginia, southern Illinois, 
and Pennsylvania, and even in 
1959 and in 1957, you still had 
serious pockets of unemploy-

The conference ended after the 
President had answered in de- 
tail what appeared to be strictly 
local question about the Air 
Force closing a metal extrusion 
plant in Adrian, Mich., which 
could employ 2500 workers. 

Mr. Kennedy said he had dis- 
cussed this with officials with 
the view of keeping the plant 
running. He thanked the report- 
er for reminding him of the mat- 
tef. Former President Eisen- 
hower often declined to com- 
ment on such questions, remark- 
ing that he could not be ex- 
pected to know details. 

As to the use of Gen. Ejisen- 
hower in his administration, as 
he had hoped for in his presi- 
dential campaign, Mr. Kennedy 
said he had no plans as yet but 
would discuss the subject with 
the former President. 

“Ate the present time,” the 
President added, “I think he is 
still continuing -his vacation, to 
which he is very much entitled.”’ 


By the Associated Press 
Court Test Suggested. 

Senators suggested today any 
legislation enacted by Congress 
to authorize federal loans to pa- 
rochial schools should carry a 
provision to speed a court test 
of its constitutionality. 

John C. Hayes, a leading Ro- 
man Catholic layman, welcomed 
the idea. He said the legislation 
could authorize any taxpayer to 
initiate a suit. 

The proposals were voiced at 
the Senate Education subcom- 
mittee’s hearing on the Kennedy 
Administration’s  $2,300,000,000 
public school aid bill, which 
would provide nothing for paro- 
chial. and other private schools. 

Hayes urged that the bill be 
amended to provide at “the very 
minimum’* authority for federal 


loans to parochial and private 
schools at interest rates which 
would cost the government noth- 
ing, and earn it no profit. 

Senators Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, the subcommittee chair- 
man, and Joseph S. Clark, 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, both said 
such legislation should carry 
language authorizing an immedi- 
ate Supreme Court suit to test 
its constitutionality. Both said 
they believed the loans would be 
constitutional. 

Modification Urged. 

The Kennedy Administration 
came under growing pressure to- 
day to abandon or at least soften 
its proposal to reduce govern- 
ment payments to school districts 
crowded with children of federal 
workers. 

The proposed reductions, which 
would approximate 50 per cent, 
are tied to the administration's 
school aid bill. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, chairman of the Senate 
Education subcommittee con- 
ducting hearings on the bill, said 
yesterday he has asked the Ad- 
ministration to reconsider the 
provisions which would reduce 
the payments. 

These payments are provided 
by law to reimburse school dis- 
tricts for part of the cost of edu- 
cating the children of families 
who live or work at federal in- 
stallations. 

Morse told a reporter the leg- 
islative history of the program 
indicates Congress never viewed 
it as a temporary measure, but 
as a continuing program. 

Dr. Charles H. Boehm, Penn- 
sylvania superintendent of public 
instruction, was one of a few 
from outside the Administration 
who defended the cuts in s0- 
called impact aid. He said they 
are ‘‘justified although | 
would prefer that the reductions 
not apply to the 1961-62 fiscal 
year but to the following year.”

Secretary of Welfare Abraham 
A. Ribicoff today described 
President Kennedy’s college 
scholarship program as a ‘“‘na- 
-tional talent search’ for needy, 
but able, students who might 
otherwise never get beyond high 
school. 

He appeared before a House 
Education subcommittee to urge 
approval of Mr. Kennedy’s $l,- 
650,000,000 five-year grant and 
loan program for college schol- 
arships and classroom loans. 

Ribicoff emphasized that pub- 
lic and private colleges would 
come under the $1,500,000,000 
construction loan plan. Such in- 
stallations as stadiums or field 
houses would not be eligible. 

Ribicoff said the $1,480,000 
‘scholarship plan would supple- 
ment the. existing federal loan 
program to needy students. It 
would permit many who would 
not otherwise be able to repay 
the government to finish school. 

However, Dr. Edgar Fuller, 
executive secretary of the Coun- 
cil of Chief State School Officers, 
said the Kennedy loan program 
may be unconstitutional. 

‘In the complex involvement 
of the government in financing 
classrooms and laboratories for 
church-controlled educational in- 
stitutions, which exist expressly 
in order that particular religious 
doctrines will pervade everything 
taught in them, a serious consti- 
tutional question under the First 
Amendment is raised,’’ he said. 

Ribicoff said the United States 
has 1300 accredited private col- 
leges and universities and 700 
publicly supported ones. There 
would be no possibility of meet- 
ing the educational needs of the 
nation if private colleges were 
left out of the loan program, he 
added.

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SROAD POWERS 
GIVEN TO JOINT 
AIRPORT BUARD 


The joint airport commission 
authorized recently by St. Louis 
and St. Louis county will have 
power to draft and recommend 
adoption of a master airport 
plan for the city and county and 
t> acquire such sites as it deems 
necessary, it was disclosed yes- 
terday. 

Full powers of the body were 
contained in the agreement be- 
tween the city and county, 
which has been signed by rep- 
resentatives of the two areas. 

General operations of the com- 


mission will be under the direc- 


tion of an executive director and 
a secretary-treasurer, both oi 
whom are to be selected by the 
commission, Costs are to be se- 
lected by the commission. Costs 
are to be borne equally by th 
city and county. 
No Limit on Types. 

Eventual income will be de- 
voted to paying expenses, and 
any excess is to be placed in a 
special fund for airport expan- 
sion or improvement. Although 
the intention at present is to 
concentrate on acquisition and 
development of secondary air- 
port facilities, the commission 
is not limited in the agreement 
to types of airports which it 
may own and operate, 


It also is to draft a plan for 


long-range financing of airport 
facilities which may be estab- 
lished under its control. This 
plan, when drafted, must be ap- 
proved by the legislative bodies 
of the city and county to become 
effective. 

[he contract provides also that 
the commission cannot buy land 
or improvements worth more 
than $20,000 without prior ap- 
proval of both the city and 
county. Land and buildings may 
be condemned for airport pur- 
poses under terms of the agree- 
ment. 


Termination Clause. 


The commission may be ter- 
minated and its properties liqul- 
datel by mutual consent. In 
such event, however, either the 
city or county is given the op- 
tion of purchasing the other’s 
share. 


Members of the commission | 


will receive $25 a meeting and 
are to be three individuals ap- 
pointed from the membership of 
the St. Louis Municipal Airport 
Commission; three appointed by 
the St. Louis county supervisor, 
and a chairman appointed jointly 


by the mayor and supervisor. | 


John Fabick, a member of the 
city commission, was named to 
the latter post recently. 

The agreement was signed on 
behalf of the city by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker, Comptroller 
John H. Poelker and City Coun- 
selor Thomas J. Neenan. Signing 
for the county were Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary, -County 
Clerk Edward A. Walsh and 
County Counselor William E.

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ENVOY TO JAPAN 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
— President Kennedy yesterday 
chose Edwin O. Reischauer, a 
Harvard professor, to be ambas- 
sador to Japan. 

Reischauer, whose selection 
had been widely forecast, is di- 
rector of the Harvard-Yenching 
Institute. He was born in Tokyo. 


His parents were United States 
citizens. 


In 1945-46, Reischauer was 
chairman of the Japan-Korea 
secretariat and special assistant 
to the director of the State De- 
partment’s Office of Far East 
ern Affairs. In World War II, 
served as a lieutenant colonel in 


the war department's military 
intelligence service. 

Reischauer, who speaks Japa- 
nese and has a Japanese wife, 
has been critical of United States 
Asian policy in the past. In an 
article last fall, he criticized the 
United States Embassy’s han- 
dling and reporting of the Japa- 
nese riots that erupted last 
spring in an attempt to prevent 
ratification of the United States- 
Japan security treaty. 


Mr. Kennedy nominated Ken- 
neth T. Young, an oil company 
executive, to be ambassador to 
Thailand. He succeeds U. Alexis 
Johnson, who was nominated 
earlier yesterday to be deputy 
under secretary of state for po- 
litical affairs. 

Young was born in Canada of 
American parents. He was grad- 
uated with an A.B. degree at 
Harvard in 1939 and received a 
master’s degree there in 1942. 

He was a Far Eastern special- 
ist in the Defense Department 


in 1949-52. Then, he returned to 
the State Department as director 
of the Office of Philippine and 
Southeast Asian Affairs.

I am sitting here watching my 
mother die of cancer. She is dying 
at one of our famous St. Louis hos- 
pitals. Even while dying she is 
worried about the expense. 

My mother is dying at a cost of 
$25 a day. This is terribly expen- 
sive for a woman in her seventies 
with a retired husband in his 
eighties and very little money to 
draw upon. 


I do not believe it should cost so 
much for older people to die. I be- 
lieve medical attention should be 
available to our older people just 
as education is the right of our 
young. Perhaps it will not be the 
best medical attention just as it is 
not the best education that is avail- 
able. } 


In spite of the A.M.A. and its 
‘“‘medical attention is available to 
all who need it’’ attitude, there 
must be something wrong with a 
system where death itself must 
carry such a price tag. 

I believe good medical aid is 
availiable to the destitute and the 
well-to-do who must pay through 
the nose for it. The rest of us, 
the average middle class, are cal- 
lously robbed whenever we enter a 
hospital. Not only that, but we are 
expected to pay into and collect for 
such funds as the Community Chest 
drive, March of Dimes, Heart 
Fund, Cancer Foundation, etc. 


Now, I realize that the treatment 
of my mother in her final days on 
this earth is an expensive and trou- 
blesome job. So was my education 
through the St. Louis public schools. 
In olden times it would have been 
limited only to the very wealthy. 
Today it is the privilege of every 
youngster. Someday. medicine is 
going to follow this same pattern.

New Directions for Aid 


President Kennedy has turned the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s:. Latin American de- 
velopment plan into a more purposeful pro- 
gram indicating a reorganization of foreign 
aid, 


If the appropriation sought from Congress 
were the criterion, there would be no differ- 
ence between the Kennedy and Eisenhower 
policies. Mr. Eisenhower originated the re- 
quest for a half-billion dollars to be spent 
mostly through the Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank, with an additional 100 millions 
for earthquake relief in Chile. Mr. Kennedy 
accepts these figures, at least as a starting 
point. 

The Eisenhower proposal, however, was a 
hasty reaction to the growing threat of Castro- 
ism and was never spelled out. By contrast, 
President Kennedy specifies what he intends 
to do with the money and suggests three new 
directions for the foreign aid program. 

. ° * 


The first direction is toward long-term for- 
eign aid. The President told the Latin Amer- 
ican diplomatic corps that he wanted a 10- 
year program, and then asked Congress not to 
put a time limit on the development fund. 
Congress has been jealous of its annual re- 
view of such appropriations, but annual ap- 
propriations hardly fit the needs of foreign 
aid. Not all aid projects can be completed 
within a year, by any means. Long-range 
planning and assurances of support are es- 
sential to truly constructive projects. 


A second direction is toward social reforms 
which do not inspire or attract private capi- 
tal: land redistribution, low-cost housing, pub- 
lic health improvements, expanded schooling. 
Most Latin American nations need assistance 
in these fields more than they need help in 
industrialization, which may invite private 
investment but some times leaves the im- 
poverished masses far behind. Social prog- 
ress, as Mr. Kennedy says, is an “indispensa- 
ble condition to growth.” 

Finally, there is the clear new direction 
toward self-help. The recipients will be ex- 
pected to carry out land reforms, to improve 
their inadequate and often inefficient tax 
structures and so on as a condition for re- 
ceiving aid, This is what Mr. Kennedy means 
by an alianza para progreso, and it ought to 
appeal to those Latin Americans who have 
complained that North American aid fre- 
quently has fallen into the hands of a few 
without benefiting most of the people. 

President Kennedy may eventually add a 
fourth new direction, toward centralized con- 
trol of foreign aid. The Administration is 
known to be working on a formula acceptable 
to the diverse agencies now dealing with the 
program. Tracy Voorhees, Republican counsel 
for the Eisenhower Administration’s Draper 
committee, has made a strong case for bol- 
stering long-range planning with more con- 
sistent execution. But this problem did not 
fit into the President’s message to Congress. 

* * a 


While Latin American diplomats applauded 
the new sense of purpose in the Kennedy 
program, Fidel Castro attacked it as “an at- 
tempt to buy the conscience of Latin Ameri- 
ca.” This solitary attack on the program is 
one measure of its effectiveness. The Cuban 
dictator might take some ironic satisfaction 
in having prompted North America’s intense 
interest in its neighbors, but that interest 
does not involve buying anything. Help will 
go not as a gift or purchase, but as loans and 
technical assistance to countries willing to 
help themselves. 

President Kennedy wisely reminded Latin 
America that the New World long ago recog- 
nized a common cause, despite national and 
cultural differences. It was Benito Juarez 
of Mexico who said that “democracy is the 
destiny of future humanity,” as the President 
observed, but many others have said the 
same on both continents. 

An “alliance for progress” founded on mu- 
tual confidence in political freedom, demand- 
ing mutual effort, promises more lasting se- 
curity for the Americas than any military 
alliance. Though tailored for the sister re- 
publics, the concept would fit other under- 
developed nations as well. President Kenne- 
dy’s new directions are better directions for 
foreign aid, and we hope that Congress will 
permit the nation to follow them. 


Preserving Illinois’ Past 


Illinois Senate Bill No. 39 is one that the 
state’s legislators should have no hesitancy in 
approving. It provides for state acquisition 
of the old Illinois capitol, now the Sangamon 
County Courthouse, in Springfield. Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Stephen A. Douglas and Ulysses 
S. Grant knew this building; Lincoln’s body 
lay in state here in 1865. The legislation 
would appropriate a million dollars, the cost 
of purchasing the property and preparing 
plans for restoration. In addition to being 
a reminder of the historic past, the reno- 
vated structure would serve the utilitarian 
purpose of housing the Illinois State Histori- 
cal Library and the headquarters of the state 
historical society. It would be particularly 
fitting if this project were approved during 
the Civil War centennial. 


Law or Propaganda? 


Adolf Eichmann, the Gestapo leader who 
goes on trial in Jerusalem on April 11, prob- 
ably has no honorable defenders other than 
the attorney who has the professional duty 
of representing him in court. Yet the Israeli 
government continues to trouble those con- 
cerned for due process by its approach to 
this case. 

There was, first of all, Eichmann’s extra- 
legal kidnaping and the consequent question 
of Israeli jurisdiction. These doubts were 
allayed for practical purposes when neither 
Germany nor the United Nations raised ob- 
jections. Since then there has been a con- 
tinual Stream of publicity, much of it spon- 
sored by Israel. Persons supposed to have 
influence on public opinion have received all 
manner of material calculated to impress on 
them the enormity of the Nazi crimes against 
the Jews—surely that was unnecessary—and 
the determination of Israel to connect the 
prisoner with these crimes. This comes dan- 


gerously close to a conviction in advance of 
the trial. 


The emotions involved in this case are un- 
derstandable. Yet justice is not served by a 
foregone conclusion. Nor should the verdict 
of a court be sought merely to establish a 
“verdict of history.” In every criminal case 
the prosecutor as well as the prosecuted is 


on trial.—Those who seek the verdict of the 
law should be scrupulous in observing the 
rules of the law. It is te be hoped that this 
will be remembered in Israel, and that a 
trial at law will not be allowed to degenerate 
into a spectacle of propaganda. 


Schlafly for C.A.P.S. 


While not unexpected, Daniel L. Schlafly’s 
indorsement of the so-called “C.A.P.S. can- 
didates” for the St. Louis School Board ought 
to boost their stock considerably with inde- 
pendent voters. As leader of the minority 
faction that has fought a continuous battle 
with the Board’s patronage-hungry majority, 
Mr, Schlafly would hardly speak out for per- 
sons who might oppose his general approach, 

The C.A.P.S. candidates are Mrs. Gilbert 
Harris and James S. McClellan, incumbents, 
and Frederick E. Busse, James E. Hurt Jr. 
and Elmer W. Pounds. Their candidacies were 
solicited and are supported by the Citizens 
Association for the Public Schools. C.A.P.S. 
itself was organized early last year in the 
hope something effective could be done to 
put an end to waste, politics and malfeasance 
in the operation of the city’s school system. 

It can be argued with some force, we 
think, that the April 4 school election is at 
least as important as the municipal election 
that will be held the same day, and maybe 
more so. The school system spends more 
money than any local government in the 
whole metropolitan area-except for the City 
of St. Louis. And while it spends less than 
the city, surely its function—educating the 
104,000 children of the next generation—is 
far and away the most important. 

The school campaign is now moving into 
high gear. We hope that St. Louisans are in 
a mood to listen to the candidates, to ex- 
amine the kind of support each elicits and 
then to make informed judgments at the 
polls. That will require greater effort than 
blind voting of sample ballots provided by 
ward organizations of the two parties, but 
it is an effort that will have to be made if the 
School Board is to be freed of the political 
control that has brought it into disrepute. 


The Toleration of Exceptions 


Odd things about a man are likely to come 
to light when his name gets into the news- 
papers in a big way. Thus when Philip L. 
Graham, publisher of The Washington Post, 
bought control of Newsweek, it was reported 
that he plays golf in the nineties and that he 
is a member of Athletics Anonymous. 

That is a Washington society whose mem- 
bers are sworn, “upon seeing any colleague 
reach for sports gear, to lead the fellow to 
the nearest bar for a martini.” Obviously a 
most laudable organization with a most com- 
mendable purpose. It fits precisely into our 
accepted philosophy that whenever a man 
feels the urge to exercise, he should lie down 
until it passes. 

But in view of the A.A. pledge, what of Mr. 
Graham’s golf? Or is that not deemed a sport 
when a card adds up to more than 90? A 
very equivocal view. But exceptions to all 
good rules must be tolerated. Thus even if 
we were to join a local chapter of Athletics 
Anonymous — and that’s an idea — we cer- 
tainly would not desert that band of wise and 
patient devotees of the flyrod who, if they 
were organization men, long ago would have 
formed Anglers Anonymous. ' 


Toward a New TVA Yardstick 


The Justice Department and the Tennessee 
Valley Authority are to be commended for 
moving swiftly to open litigation against 
companies which pleaded guilty or no-con- 
test. to Government charges of fixing prices 
and rigging bids on heavy electrical equip- 
ment. The major difficulty in recovering over- 
charges will be to establish a formula for their 
determination whieh can be sustained in 
court. In this salient respect TVA’s pioneer 
suit can, if successful, serve as a yardstick 
for subsequent suits by other federal agen- 
cies, state and municipal governments, elec- 
tric co-operatives, privately-owned utilities 
and others. 

Complex as the technical problems involved 
unquestionably are, and momentous as the 
outcome will be, prospective litigants have 
been under a rather urgent pressure of time. 
The law allowed only a year from the disposi- 
tion of the anti-trust suit last December for 
the filing of damage claims. With the filing 
of this first action, the statutes of limitation 
become inoperative, easing the time pressure 
problem. This is one very large advantage 
already. gained. 


Whether the initial suit demonstrates on 
trial that a provable formula for damages has 
been evolved, or whether it does not, it may 
at the very least point the way to perfection 
of the formula so that subsequent cases can 
be successfully prosecuted. The TVA formula 
assumes that prices paid in the period be- 
tween August and mid-November of 1958, at 
least on large outdoor circuit breakers, the 
particular item on which the suit is based, 
most closely approached those that might 
have been expected under conditions of open 
competition. In other words, these are close 
to the prices that should have been paid 
—the norm. By comparison of this norm 
with what it actually paid, TVA figures it 
was overcharged about 40 per cent. The 
legal task now in hand will be to demonstrate 
to the court’s satisfaction that the ‘prices 
alleged to be the norm were in fact the 
norm. 


Real Estate Item 


Ordinarily St. Louis would take no partic- 
ular interest in the location of another New 
York housing project, not even one which 
is to cost $30,000,000. But it’s a little different 
when the site happens to be the Polo Grounds 
—the ball park in which Babe Ruth, in his 
first year as a Yankee, hit 54 homers; in 
which on Sept. 24, 1923, Jack Dempsey 
climbed back into the ring to flatten Louis 
Angel Firpo, the Bull of the Pampas; in which 
Knute Rockne’s Fighting Irish from Notre 
Dame took on the Army, and in which no less 
than 14 world series were played. For the 
only world whith still lives on fables, the 
sports world, the ball park under Coogan’s 
Bluff was a fabled place. But now it is to go 
down under the wreckers’ headache ball. And 
that is a reminder of what may happen to 
Sportsman’s Park a few years hence. Well, 
the Giants can nourish their fables in San 
Francisco and the Cardinals will be glad to 
add to theirs in the new downtown stadium.

President Kennedy Has Expanded Press Conference, Used It to His Advantage

Solicitous busybodies who writhe be- 
fore their television sets over the 
untidy behavior of reporters at White 
House news conferences are at liberty 
to start fretting on some other topic, 
now that the President has laughed 
off their anxieties that he was being 
demeaned. Mr. Kennedy has been 
around Washington for years and 
knows that the Nation’s No. 1 quiz 
show was like this, and worse, long 
before the red-eyed television camera 
brought fireside kibitzers into the con- 
ference room, 


The basic misunderstanding of those 
whose indignation was aroused by 
what they saw and 
heard of reportor- 
ial conduct was the 
assumption that 
the newsmen make 
the press confer- 
ence ground rules. 

Every detail of 
this uniquely 
American institution is, in. fact, pre-

scribed by the wishes of the President . 


of the time, beginning with the basic 
decision whether they should be held 
at all. President Eisenhower, in the 
period between his election and inau- 
guration when he still rankled over 
campaign questioning that he consid- 
ered unduly harsh, was disposed to 
drop the practice of exposing the 
President to public interrogation, as 
was his privilege. The press confer- 
ence has no legal standing. In office, 
as it happened, Mr. Eisenhower ad- 
vanced the press conference to its 
most liberal stage up to that time, in- 


cluding the opening of its doors to 
the cameras. 


Ahead of his own inauguration, Pres- 
ident Kennedy had the benefit of a 
disinterested study of the presidential 
news conference by the Brookings In- 
stitution. The report listed a number 
of possible steps toward a more cau- 
tious procedure than that adopted by 
the preceding Administration, with 
the general aim of protecting the 
President from the hazards of off-the-

cuff replies to free-for-all questioning. 
Mr. Kennedy, who was once a report- 
er himself (in the lofty field of foreign 
correspondence) rejected the cautious 
approach and made the meetings more 
wide open than ever. 

Kennedy innovations included per- 
mission, previously thought too risky, 
for instant broadcast of his words. 

By moving the setting to a larger 
room than had earlier been used, Mr. 
Kennedy also contributed to an even 
larger attendance at the already too 

ous conference. The swelling 
ranks of would-be questioners exag- 
gerated the condition most annoying 
to home viewers, the frenzied bidding 
among reporters for attention. 


Inquisitive correspondents facing 
Mr. Kennedy outnumber by as many 
as 100 the largest number that ever 
crowded into the mob-scenes that con- 
fronted President Eisenhower at his 
conferences. Only about one in six- 
teen can win recognition and get a 
question when the President gives a 
detailed response to a single topic. 

The clamor for recognition could be 
stilled by a step that no one finds sat- 


isfactory, a requirement that questions © 


be submitted in writing and in ad- 
vance. That system was used in the 
past in the evolution of the press 
conference. When an answer was 


forthcoming there was no way of tell- 
ing whether the President had pre- 
pared it out of knowledge of the topic, 
or was offering a product ghosted by 
an expert in one of the governmental 
departments. 

Written questions were the rule un- 
der Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 
Tricky Cal Coolidge was exposed in a 
ruse to avoid answering pertinent in- 
quiries. On a given day all 22 of the 
reporters then assigned to the White 
House handed in 22 exactly identical 
questions on a subject Coolidge had 
been dodging. Coolidge riffled through 
the sheaf, pretended to find a query 
entirely foreign to any he had been 
asked, and blandly rattled off a state- 
ment in which no one was interested. 

Mr. Kennedy, surefooted and con- 
fident, derives an important benefit 
from the existing catch-as-catch-can 
system. It lies in the demonstration 
of his intimate acquaintance with ail 
of the bewildering array of White 
House business. It is plain that his 
sure fielding of all topics thrown at 
him before the television camera has 
germinated public confidence in a 
President who, as a candidate, was 
confronted by challenges to his ma- 
turity and experience. He shows that 
he is on top of the job. 


THAT ‘RED PANIC BUTTON’ 
The Courier-Journal, Louisville 


At a Lincoln day dinner in Louis- 
ville last month, Senator Barry Gold- 
water said: “‘Labor Secretary Gold- 
berg . . . has pushed the panic button 
—a button painted red.” The House 
at Washington has demonstrated that 
this observation was more than a little 
too bland and superficial. Republicans 
joined Democrats in a 392-to-30 ma- 
jority approving President Kennedy’s 
billion-dollar unemployment-aid . pro- 
gram. Little opposition is expected in 
the Senate. Neither the President nor 
Secretary Goldberg has pushed a panic 
button. But the need which Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s bill seeks to meet is real in 
many sections of the country, includ- 
ing our own. If Mr. Goldwater's imag- 
inary panic button is red, then his face 
must be the same color after the 
House vote. 


Between Book Ends Thirty One Months a Red Captive 


THE ENDLESS HOURS, by Wallace L. 

Brown, (Norton, 254 pgs., $3.95.) 

In January 1953, Second Lt, Brown 
flew his first, and his last, combat 
mission over North Korea. He was 
co-pilot of the Stardust Four-Zero, a 
B-29 bomber. With mission accom- 
plished the aircraft was shot down. 
Brown and eight other members of 
the crew of 14 parachuted safely. They 
were soon captured by Chinese Com- 
munist soldiers and, for propaganda 
purposes, were secretly transported 
across the Yalu river into Manchuria 
and eventually to Peiping. There they 
were accused of attacking China with 
germ warfare. 


Lt. Brown tells the story of his two 
and one-half years as a captive in 
Communist China in a_ readable, 
straight-forward manner that gives an 
impression of sincerity and accuracy, 
For seven months he was held in 
closely guarded solitary confinement. 
He lived in cold and filth on starvation 
rations while being repeatedly interro- 
gated and threatened with death as a 
criminal. | 

At one interrogation he was kept 
standing at attention, except for mo- 
mentary respites, for six and one-half 
days while relays of interrogators at- 


tempted to extort a “confession.” At 
the end his whole body was swollen 
as if by disease and he had to be car- 
ried back to his solitary cell, It was 
many days before he could make the 
slightest movement without suffering 
intense pain. 

With no one with whom he could 
converse, allowed no reading matter 
or writing material, forced to sit at 
attention 12 hours of each day and to 
sleep “‘at attention’ the other 12, while 
not under interrogation, Lt. Brown 
devised various expedients to pass the 
time and maintain his sanity. He 
mentally invented elaborate machines 
with complicated gears and working 
parts, designing each detail separately. 
After days of intense concentration he 
could visualize the completed machine 
in operation. He similarly designed 
houses and is now living in one of 
them in Florida. On a diet of rice 
and water he thought up elaborate 
menus against the day of his return 
to freedom and plenty. 

During the first year of captivity 
Lt. Brown neither saw nor gained any 
knowledge of the fate of other mem- 
bers of his crew. But finally the soli- 
tary confinement ended and he and 
one of his crewmates found themselves 


in the same cell. In other cells nearby 
were other members of the crew. _In- 
terrogations ceased. All were given 
baths, haircuts and fresh clothing. 
Gradually they discovered that all 
members of the crew had undergone 
much the same treatment. Many 
times in the year and a half which 
followed some little change in the daily 
routine or in the attitude of their cap- 
tors led them to believe that freedom 
was at hand, only to be disappointed. 
Finally on Aug. 4, 1955, thirty-one 
months after leaving Japan on their 
mission, they crossed the Lo bridge 
at Kowloon to freedom. Oddly enough 
the “bombs”’ their ill-fated plane had 
carried held no high explosive; still 
less did they contain disease germs. 
They consisted only of propaganda 
leaflets, 


Frequently while reading Lt. Brown’s 
narrative the reviewer caught himself 
with the feeling that “this is where 
I came in.” There were many simi- 
larities in the experiences of a Korean 
war prisoner of Chinese. Commu- 
nists and in those of a World War II 
prisoner of the Japanese. Most of 
them are unpleasant even in memory.

ALTER OF CINCINNATI issued 


a statement on federal aid to education. He summarized the 

views of the administrative board of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference which speaks in the name of the Roman 
Catholic bishops of the United States. 


The statement says that “in 
the event that there is federal 
aid to education we are deeply 
convinced that in justice Catho- 
lic school chil- 
dren should be 
given the right 
to participate. 
Respecting the 
form of partici- 
pation, we hold 
it to be strictly 
within the 
frame work of 
the Constitution 
that long - term, 
low-interest 
loans to private pp 
institutions could be part of the 
federal aid program.” 

This opinion on the constitu- 
tionality of such loans differs, as 
we know, from the expressed 
views of President Kennedy. The 
difference is very important in- 
deed. But the difference is not 
sO important that it should be 
allowed to prevent the enactment 
of the President’s program to 
give federal aid to the public 
schools. Whether, as the bishops 
contend, there should also be 
federal aid to private schools, is 
a@ separate question. 


Dangerous Ground. 

It is a question that can be 
settled conclusively only by the 
Congress and the Supreme Court.

The ‘“‘Music at Mary” series 
resumed last night at the Mary 
Institute Auditorium with a con- 
cert of choral music. Ronald 
Arnatt conducted the St. Louis 
Chamber Chorus in a program 
which spanned two pairs of cen- 
turies: the sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth, and the nineteenth and 
twentieth. 


As befits so grandiose an un- 
dertaking, the evening was a 
The 
23-voice chorus undertook such 
diverse assignments as a Byrd 
Mass, a motet of Brahms, Stra 
Sympnony of Psalms, a 
short part-song of Delius and 
Lambert's setting of 
Sacheverell Sitwell’s “The Rio 
Grande.” 

For a small group, the St 
Louis Chamber Chorus produces 
an impressive sound. Its dy- 
namic gamut is extensive, its 
tone consistently agreeable. Un- 
der Mr. Arnatt’s tutelage, it 
shows considerable sensitivity 


(to problems of mood and style. 


It is, however, not always an 
ensemble of dependable finesse. 
Last night, attacks were fre 
quently uncertain, and the in- 
tonation in the a cappella offe: 
ings—the Byrd, Brahms 
Delius works—was often notice- 
ably askew. 

Another shortcoming seemed 
unavoidable, under the circum- 
stances. Both the Strawinsky 
Symphony and the Lambert tour 
de force require orchestral sup- 
port for optimum effect. An or- 
chestra on the already cozy 
Stage being out of the question, 
the solution took the form of 
duo-piano accompaniment, which 
preserved the instrumental skel- 
eton, while denuding the materi- 
al of its innate color. 

In the Stravinsky, Ivy Beard, 
the chorus’s accompanist and as- 
sistant conductor, performed the 
bulk of the orchestral compres- 
sion at one piano, while Mr. Ar- 
natt, at another piano, alternated 


between filling out the texture 


while seated and standing to 
conduct.

Thousands of anglers con- 
the Warsaw area 
of the Lake of the Ozarks, as 
well as below Bagnell dam, 
and at Rock Hole, some two 
miles downstream, when these 
fish are making their spawn- 
ing run. Last season some 4900 
were caught and their aggre- 
gate weight was estimated at 
76 tons. In 1959 during the two- 
month snagging season about 
8200, weighing 204,000 pounds, 
were taken. Fish weighing, as 
much as 90 pounds each have 
been taken, but a 30-pounder 
is considered a “bragging”’ 
fish by the snaggers. 

The “Jimmy Durante of the 
fresh-water fishes’ is easily 
recognizable. The ‘‘shovel” 
nose or paddle is well devel- 
oped by the time the fish is 
three inches in length. They 
are variously called paddle- 
fish, spoonbill cat, shovelnose 
cat, flatbill cat and spoonbill 
sturgeon. Yet this fish is 
neither a catfish nor a stur- 
geon but a distinct species that 
dates back more than 400 mil- 
lion years and has no living 
relative except a Chinese spe- 
cies that is native to the 
Yangtse river. 


Flesh White, Flaky 


They are sold at the com- 
mercial fish markets under the 
name of boneless cat, and the 
flesh is white and flaky and 
closely resembles that of the 
sturgeon in texture and flavor. 
They are scaleless and their 
skeletal composition is carti- 
laginous instead of bone. The 
roe or eggs of the paddle fish 
are often utilized as domestic 
Caviar. 

A few were caught with hook 
and line last season below 
Clearwater.dam on Black river 
but they are rarely taken ex- 
cept by gigging or snagging. 
Many years ago these prehis- 
toric monstrosities would seek 
the deepest holes in Current 
river during the cold winter 
months. Spear fishermen would 
splice their gig handles and 
impale the fish in water as 
deep as 3) feet. Their num- 
bers have greatly decreased in 
the Ozark spring-fed streams 
in recent years and it is rare 
when they are encountered by 
a gigging party. 

At the Lake of the Ozarks 
1any of the anglers use deep 
sea tackle to land these fresh- 
water whoppers. The snaggers 
use several sets of large treble 
hooks with a very heavy sinker 
on the end of a heavy-test line. 
The fish may be hooked in any 
part of its body, and the angler 
is in for a gruelling battle be- 
fore the fish is killed. 


Snagging and snaring be- 
came legal today and the 


season runs through May 15. 
Another season runs from Oct, 
1 to Dec. 31 to coincide with 
the longbow and gigging sea- 
son. 


Suckers, Redhorse 


The snagger and snarer have 
a field day when the suckers 
and redhorse start their 
“‘shoaling”’ or spring spawning 
run upstream. 

In northern Arkansas on 
rivers such as the Spring, 
Strawberry and Southfork, and 
in .Missouri on the Eleven 
Points and other small, swift 
streams, pole tripods, much 
like the skeleton for an Indian 
teepee, are built midstream in 
the swift, shallow water. Plat- 
forms are placed on these 


structures, and 
and snarers are 
to observe every sucker and 
redhorse as they flash their 
silvery sides in the clear, rac- 
ing waters. Usually three or 
four anglers pool their efforts 
in the construction of these 
crude towers, 

In Missouri where 25 pounds 
plus one fish is the daily limit 
of suckers and redhorse, the 
Snaggers are allowed a daily 
limit of two paddiefish (spoon- 
bill). The lucky snagger may 
hit the jackpot and come away 
with a hundred or more pounds 
of choice “boneless cat” if 
Old Longnose and his mate 
happen to be in the king-size 
class.

~ In Canceling Eisenhower Trin 


TOKYO, March 15 (AP)— 
United States Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur II has left 
Japan for the United States and 
reassignment as ambassador to 
Belgium. On the eve of his de- 
parture, information never be- 
fore published has come to light 
on MacArthur’s controversial 


role in the scheduling and later 


cancellation of President Eisen- 
hower’s proposed visit to Japan 
last June 19-22.

Conant said he favored physi- 
cai fitness programs but he 
knew of schools that were de- 


ficient in gymnasium facilities 
even though they were fielding 
football and basketball teams. 

He recalled that his report last 
year had condemned interscho- 
lastic athletics and marching 
bands in junior high schools. He 
said there was no sound educa- 
tional reason for them. 

The criticism of 
sports brought wrathful com- 
ment from some quarters, Co- 
nant told the educators. He said 
he had been called a ‘‘six-minute 
egghead.”” He remarked that he 
liked this term, since it made 
him sound hard-boiled. 

Conant stressed that grades 
seven and eight are unusual 
years from the standpoint of 
child development, requiring spe- 
cial attention in terms of what is 
taught and who teaches it. 


At a general session last night, 
Dr. William C, Menninger, psy- 
chiatrist, said studies had indi- 
cated that as many as 7 per 
cent of children in primary and 
secondary grades. could profit 
from professional psychiatric 
help. 

“Of the thousands of young 
people who leave school before 
the twelfth grade,’’ said Dr. 
Menninger, ‘“‘there is evidence 
that a high percentage do so 
because of personality rather 
than intellectual or economic 
difficulty. 

“An increasing number of 
school systems is attempting to 
provide counseling, but.the total 
is a very small fraction of what 
is needed.”’ 

Dr. Menninger, 
the Menninger Foundation at 
Topeka, Kan., said one of the 
big challenges in the nation’s 
educational program is learning 
how to train the emotions—help- 
ing students grow up emotional- 
ly as well as intellectually. 

“The potential contributicn of 
many a brilliant intellect has 
been lost to the world,”’ he said, 
“because of his emotional dis- 

' ability.

HO DEATH IN HOME

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., 
March 15 (UP1)—Seven children, 
the oldest 11 years old, burned 
to death near Excelsior Springs 
today in a four-room house 
where they were left alone while 
the parents went to town to do 
the family laundry. 

The bodies of Arnold Eugene 


Floyd, 11; Sheula, 9; Kathy, 7;

“We couldn’t even tell for sure 
whether the children ever knew 
there was a fire,’’ Police said

who had taken the family wash- 
ing to an all-night, coin-operated 
laundry in Excelsior Springs, re- 


turned home shortly after mid- 
night to find their home de- 
stroyed and their children dead. 
Police said a man who did not 
identify himself phoned that 
“there has been a terrible fire. 
We can’t find the chiidren, so 
they must be in the house.”’

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HOUSE ADVANCES 
STATE SALES TAK 
BRAGKET SYSTEM 


By EDWARD H. THORNTON

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15 
—A bill which would establish a 
bracket system for collection of 
the state sales tax was approved 
tentatively in the Missouri 
House today. 

It would provide for payment 
of 1 cent on purchases costing 
from 25 to 74 cents and 2 cents 
on purchases costing from 75 
cents to $l. No sales tax 
would be collected on purchases 
costing less than 25 cents. 

The bill was advanced by 
voice vote after House members 
defeated an amendment which 
would have exempted purchases 
costing less than 30 cents from 
the sales tax. 

Among other measures tenta- 
tively approved in the House 
today was one which would au- 
thorize the transfer of excess 
money which accumulates in 
the seminary fund into the gen- 
eral revenue fund. It was esti- 
mated about $750.000 could be 
transferred to general revenue 
this year. 

Also advanced was a measure 
which would fix the state license 
fee on church busses at $25 a 
year, the same as the license fee 
on school busses. 

Representative F. Nell Asche- 
meyer (Dem.), Olivette, took up 
a measure advocated by the St. 
Louis county administration to 
authorize the county to construct 
and operate incinerators. After 
some discussion, however, Asche- 
meyer put the bill on the in- 
formal calendar at the request 
of Representative E. J. Cantrell 
(Dem.), Breckenridge Hills. 

Cantrell asked time to study a 
proposed amendment which 
would give the county authority 
also to operate land fills and 
transfer facilities for the collec- 
tion of garbage and refuse. 

Bills Introduced. 

Among bills introduced in the 
House today was one offered by 
Representative Claude E. Gauld- 
ing (Rep.), Ava, which would 
increase the number of members 
of the State Highway Commis- 
sion from the present five to 11. 

The bill would divide the state 
into 10 districts and the Governor 
would appoint one member of the 
commission from each district. 
The eleventh member would be 
the state geologist. 

Another bill submitted would 
increase the salary of the state 
commissioner of agriculture from 
$10,000 to $15,000 a year. 

A bill to impose a new mileage 
tax on large commercial trucks 
was introduced in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Michael Kinney 
(Dem.), St. Louis, chairman of 
the Senate Roads and Highways 
Committee.

The new tax would apply to 
all trucks having a gross weight 
in excess of 48,000 pounds.

Shell scientists have competed in this 
Mileage Marathon for several years.

Not for everyday use 


The best mileage recorded so far is a resound- 
ing 168 miles per gallon. 

Many of the things contestants did to 
push mileage up to this world record are 
positively not recommended for informal 
marathons on the public highway. But they 
do throw some light on’ what makes a little 
gasoline go a long way. Here are some details. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 


Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 
modified 1924 2-passenger coupé (see cut). 
It was rescued from a junkyard for $35. 
The only rigid requirements that had to 
be met to qualify for the Mileage Marathon 
could be written on a book of matches. 


The car had to have four rubber-tired 
wheels. It had to weigh no less than 
2000 pounds. It had to have at least 100 
cu. in. piston displacement. And it had 
to use the same gasoline that anybody 
could buy at a Shell service station, with 
no doctoring allowed. 


After that, no holds were barred. The car 
that won used a standard carburetor from 
an old one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures up to 110 pounds 


Some Marathon contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 
to reduce road-wheel friction. 

Such crazy pressures would, of course, 
be quite unsafe under normal road condi- 
tions—and hideously uncomfortable, too. 

But, under Shell’s carefully controlled 
Marathon safety rules, the only ill effects 
were a few rattled vertebrae, some broken 


springs and an embarrassing bruise or two. 


Pressure problems for the champs 


Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, who eventu- 
ally set the existing record, had to be satisfied 
with something less spectacular in the tire 
pressure department. 

Their 1924 car's beat-up tires couldn't 
possibly take more than 50 pounds. And, 
even then, they felt more solid than pneu- 
matic. But there was a helpful mileage divi- 
dend in the old, wood-spoked wheels. 

They took tires that were nearly a yard in 
diameter. This moved the car forward an 
extraordinary 91 feet at every revolution. 

What’s more, these ancient tires were 
worn so smooth that road friction was cut 
toa minimum. Other competitors achieved a 
similar result by buffing off their treads, till 
only the slimmest strip touched the road. 


SAFETY NOTE FROM THE CHAMPS: Don’t try 
bufhng the tread off your own tires. You risk 


more than a puncture. It might mean a blow- 
out and a crash. 


Muffled radiator and no fan 


Many competitors went as far as to remove 
their engine’s water pump and generator to 
save engine load. But Berry and Schuette 
grandly ignored this refinement. 

However, they did remove their cooling 
fan to save energy. And they did muffle 
their radiator completely to save heat. 

As anybody knows, all cars go better when 
properly warmed up. And, because our mile- 
age champs used an “engine-off, engine-on” 
driving technique in the contest, they even 
designed a special exhaust-heated air duct 
that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 
into the carburetor. | 

Incidentally, did you know that fast 
warm-up is specially provided for in today’s 
Super Shell?

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“Then the writer thought about a violent death by 
accident. He shelved that idea, too. Finally, it was de- 
cided she should make the supreme sacrifice. Mother 
love overcoming everything—that sort of thing. They 
introduced a strange malady that caused her child to 
go wandering blindly out into the street where it 
was in danger or getting run over by a car. The 
mother, to save her, got hit instead. 


‘‘However, Sara didn’t die right away. They decided she 
should have a death scene with me and she wound up linger- 
ing on for three days. This defeated their purpose. Only star- 
crossed lovers or bad people die in daytime television. Good 
people never die. And, as I said, when people linger at 
death’s door, the rule is that they always get well. 

“All except poor Sara. She broke all the rules. Because 
she lingered all our fans got the idea she was going to get 
well.

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The bidding: 

South West North Hast 


WHEN DECLARER has a 
choice between two different . 
lines of play, he naturally selects 
the one that offers the greater 
chance of success. He makes 
what is called the percentage 
play. 

For an application of this 
principle we have this hand 
where South is in six diamonds. 
West leads a spade and declarer 
sees he cannot be defeated un- 
less he loses two club tricks. So 
declarer rivets all his attention 
to the problem of holding him- 
self to one club loser. 


He realizes the adverse clubs 
may be so divided that he will 
have to lose two tricks regard- 
less of what he does. But he 
also knows that if the clubs are 
favorably divided he can make 
the contract. 

Declarer lays his plans ac- 
cordingly. He wins the ace of 
spades and ruffs a spade. Then, 
after taking two .rounds of 
trumps, he cashes three rounds 
of hearts, discarding a club 
from dummy. Next he enters 
dummy with a trump and leads 
a club, East following low. 

Now comes the crucial play. 
If South plays the ace of clubs, 
he makes the contract. No de- 
fense can beat him. Let’s say 
West plays the ten on the ace. 
South exits with a low club and 
West wins with the queen. 

West is forced to return a 
spade or a heart. Whichever he 
does, South discards dummy’s 
last club and ruffs in his hand. 
He then trumps a club in dum- 
my and his work is done, 

It may be argued that this 
method of play would fail if it 
turned out that East had been 
dealt the K-Q-2 of clubs. In such 
case only the play of the jack, 
not the ace, would make the 
slam. 

This is true enough, but the 
fact is that the play of the ace 
will win more often than the 
play of the jack. The ace play 
wins whenever West holds the 


‘singleton or doubleton king or 


queen, or the tripleton king or 
queen, 

These combinations occur far 
more often than those where 
East has the K-Q.

Ask the Teacher 


THE QUESTION: I would like to know if there is any- 
thing I can do to improve my son’s reading ability. He is in 
the sixth grade, but his teacher says my son’s reading ability 
is at third grade level. ? 

Is there anything that 
can be done to help my 
boy read better? 


THE ANSWER: A 
boy in the sixth grade 
who reads on a thirtl 
grade level has quite a 
problem. He is prob- 
ably having great diffi- 
culty in keeping up 
with his work and will 
have even more if he 
doesn’t get help. 

There are special 
tests that may be used 
to diagnose your son’s 
difficulties, if his teacher can’t pinpoint the reasons 
herself. A remedial reading specialist could do this for 
you and also work with your son alone for a while 
and give him the time and specialized help he needs. 
Your job is to encourage your boy to keep trying. I 
would suggest getting library books that are not 
babyish but of interest to him. Read with him. En- 
courage him to read ahead, not stopping for each 
puzzling word. Supply those words that he stumbles 
on so that the story will remain interesting and have 
meaning to hint. In this way, reading will be a pleasant 
and interesting experience instead of a frustrating and 
miserable chore. (In St. Louis and many other com- 
munities there are remedial reading clinics in the 
schools.) 


THE QUESTION: My 2-year-old daughter has exceptional 
intelligence. She has a vocabulary of about 1000 words be- 
sides things she does, recites, sings, etc. I feel that it might 
be to her advantage for us, as her parents, to know what

YOUNG JOE PRESTO 
stretched on his foam rubber 
mattress as he awakened gently 
to the soft music of the clock 
radio. Next to him his wife 
Lazine reached around the bed- 
side telephone and switched off 
the dual-control blanket. “Your 
turn to close the window, dear,” 
she said. 

Joe lighted a cigarette, padded 
to the window, eased down the 
thermopane glass, and went into 
the bathroom in their one-level 
(no stairs to climb) suburban 
home. 

Joe buzzed an electric razor 
over his face. (‘Triple heads. 
Three times the cutting speed: 
three times the shaving ease.’’) 
“You know what, honey?” Joe 
called. ‘“‘The next thing I want 
for this house is one of those 
automatic window closers for the 
bedroom.” 

“It would be nice,” Lazine 
said. “But then little Joey will 
want one, too.” 

“Why not?” Joe laughed. 
“Old-Timer is a human being, 
too. And then, when he’s old 
enough he can touch a button 
4nd close his windows while he 
lies in bed. Pretty soft.” 

The world of Granny Mounger 
and Redwing Beck was not the 
Presto world of today, which 
seems determined to abolish 
physical activity —.and with it 
perhaps human beings them- 
selves. Joe Presto seems doomed 
to failure in any attempt to keep 
himself from becoming a human 
vegetable; and a human vege- 
table seems unlikely to reach a 
ripe old age. Joe’s world is one 
of electric watches (‘‘no need to 
wind’), reclining spectacles 
lying 
down’’), remote control for 
lamps, television or appliances 
(‘don’t move’’), electric hair- 
brushes, and electric log-lighters 
(‘eliminate kindling’). Fuel 
flows into his furnace, his cook- 
ing stove and his water heater 
through pipes and wires; food 
flows into his house in jiffy 
packages; information saturates 
his atmosphere, reaching him 
everywhere through radio 
waves. His is an effortless world 
where the muscle has been re- 
placed by the machine and the 
mind is becoming at least ob- 
solescent. 

“Tll fares the land, to hasten- 
ing ills a prey, where wealth 
accumulates and men decay,” 
wrote. Oliver Goldsmith about 
200 years ago, and Joe and 
Lazine—both intelligent people— 
would agree. 


But they would also shrug 
with resignation even as they 
deny that Goldsmith was talk- 
ing about’ them. “You can’t 
let the nation’s economy fall 
to pie~as.” Joe would say. Ana 
Lazine might get indignant at 
comments about her life being 
easy—or at least easier than 
Granny Mounger’s. ““Why you 
don’t know what I go through. 
I don’t have half the time I 
need.” 


Unfortunately both Joe and 
Lazine are right, and they might 
blame Mithael Faraday for their 
predicament. If Faraday had 
minded his own business and 
stuck to burning candles in Nine- 
teenth century London we might 
have no electricity today and the 
Prestos’ world might not seem 
so instant—and so easy. 

Perhaps we have seen the end 
of the centenarians in this coun- 
try; perhaps we are at the peak 
of a cycle that can repeat itself 
only if Americans strike an in- 
tellectual decline that will make 
the muscle popular—or at least 
necessary—again. 

One of the raw materials in 
Joe’s plant is intelligence—the 
minds of young men who are 
constantly striving, under great 
tension, to produce devices that 
replace humans (or human 
effort). As Joe contributes his 
brain to the world, making it 
an easier world, he is replacing 
himself. Coronary heart disease 
is striking him sooner, and more 
often, but if he has lived for 
only a few decades he has served 
his purpose—his machines are 
now making more machines that 
make machines, and there is 
little further use for Joe, with 
muscles or without. 

And in his middle age—per-

Most Followed Routine of Early to Bed—They Weren't Doomed by Modern Ease 


Every child a woman bears, the legend goes, adds five years to her life. 


haps at 20 years—he has already 
fulfilled his breeding function; 
his ‘“‘Old-Timer”’ has been bred 
to use his father’s machines and 
to repeat the same pattern if 
he is a male child. If “Old- 
Timer” is a girl, she will inherit 
the earth with her mother and 
grandmother who will still be 
here when the male Prestos are 
gone. 

Lazine, however, and the La- 
zines before her and yet to be 
born, will survive surprisingly 
well. While Joe ran through his 
life, tensely inventing devices to 
make life easier for the world, 
he forgot to take time out to live 
like a human animal; instead he 
lived for the machines he de- 
vised. With purpose he invented 
a light pleasure boat for the 
outdoors; then invented an: out- 
board motor to eliminate the 
exercise he said he wanted to 
get with a pleasure boat; then 
invented an electric starter to 
keep him from getting exercise 
even while starting the motor 
that kept him from getting exer- 
cise. 

Men are so busy selling that 
they have no time to buy; so 
busy making a better world that 
they have no time to use their 
own products and the leisure 
that is a by-products Women are 
not so foolish; they are using 
the world—and living. 

Old Chauncey Depew, the New 
York politician who died at 94, 
complained that “‘the only exer- 
cise I get. is acting as pallbearer 
at the funerals of my friends who 
took exercise.”’ 

The famous turn-of-the-century 
orator certainly feached a ripe 
old age without exercise, and in 
this respect he is unlike the 
majority of the oldsters in this 
study, but his quick wit shows 
that he was quite similar to them 
as far as energy and zest are 
concerned. No tired man could

Our old people did not have 
the wit of Depew, but they had 
inexhaustible energy and a 
boundless zest for life that would 
seem to give them a great ad- 
vantage over the listless. Granny 
Mounger speaks of ‘‘the time I 
had dancin’! My husband was a 
fiddler, and they'd come 13 mile? 
to get him. He'd jump up on 
the mare with his fiddle, and I'd 
jump up behind him and away 
we'd go.”’ Of course, the danc- 
ing stopped when the children 
came—nifie of them. 


There is one point about 
their sleeping habits that might 
have some significance. , And 
that is that more than 70 per 
cent of these people did not go 
out much at night when they 
were younger. They stayed 
home and went to bed—prob- 
ably exhausted from a hard 
day’s work — and therefore 
avoided some of the causes of 
death. A man dreaming on a 
cornshuck mattress can hardly 
be killed or injured in a bar- 
room brawl or be infected with 
a contagious disease at a pub- 
lic gathering. And he is also 
less likely to be infected by 
those two great sleep thieves 
—politics and ambition. 


They were a highly energized 
group, men and women who 
would jump out of bed in the 
morning feeling not only that the 
world was their apple but also 
that they could pare and core it. 

If exercise or physical activ- 
ity causes this zest, then the 
secret is out, for, in the words of 
William Perry, they’ve been ‘‘as 
busy as a one-eyed cat watching 
two rat holes’? most of their 
lives. The riddle is, which came 
first, the zest or the exercise? 
Only 6 per cent say that they 
have ever tired easily; the others 
say they have had much stam- 
ina, and the record proves it. 


Only a third of them ever 
made an effort to exercise in 
addition to their work, and ob- 
viously the others were exercised 
enough in their occupations. The 
typical man worked until he was 
80 years old, 15 years past to- 
day’s routine retirement age. He 
worked on his feet at hard phys- 
ical labor, outdoors, as a farmer 
(31 per cent) or a manual laborer 
(39 per cent). These old men 
averaged a work week of about 
60 hours, with one third of them 
working longer than 70 hours a 
week and no one laboring less 
than 40 hours a week. Fully half 
of them never took a vacation in 
their lives. 


Twenty-five per cent of the 
women have worked outside 


their homes. The remaining fe- 
males stayed home in a time 
whéen a woman was a housewife, 
not a “homemaker’’ command- 
ing a platoon of electrical out- 
lets 

Besides, their families were 
larger than today’s average. The 
average number of children for 
these old people was four per 
family. Ten per cent of the 
married women were childless 
and 12 per cent of the women 
never married; but 28 per cent 
of the women gave birth to six 
or more children, with eight per 
ceat bearing 10 children or more.

Penicillin Reaction 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: How is the medical profession able 
to determine a patient’s reaction to penicillin the first time 
it is being administered? I have been led to understand that 
in some instances the drug causes unfavorable reaction while 
in most cases it is not dangerous. J. R. M. 

There is no necessity for determining in advance what will 
happen if a patient never has had pencillin—because very 
rarely is anything going to occur in the way of a reaction the 
first time the drug is used. The first step is that the body 
must become ‘“‘sensitized’’—that is, if any such risk exists 
for the individual. 


Hence it is the second, or some subsequent, use 
of the drug which results in trouble. The same thing is 
true, for example, in cases of people with Rh-negative 
blood. The FIRST contact with Rh-positive blood is 
not troublesome. It causes sensitization. But the next 
contact may create severe difficulties. 


To get back to penicillin, I would suggest that it might 
be better simply for all of us to be aware that once in 100,000 
cases, or once in 10,000, or whatever the frequency, there 
may be trouble. 

Steroid drugs have been used to overcome some reactions. 
In other cases the reactions have been mild enough so the 


patient needed no extra help. In a few, the reactions have, of | 


course, been drastic and devastating. 

I see no practical way to make sure, in advance, in every 
case. We can, however, be alert, and if trouble starts, quick 
recognition means quick corrective action. 


DEAR SIR: I have five corns and three big calluses, 
and find that bathing my feet two times a week keeps them 
under control. But my problem is that my right foot itches 
something terrible. J. M. B. 


With that many corns and calluses I’d certainly 
have the doctor or podiatrist check to see if (a) your 
shoes really fit properly, or (b) you may have some 
arch defect that needs correcting. As to the itch, it 
could be a sensitivity to whatever you use to soak 
your feet, or it could easily be a skin disease, athlete’s 
foot or some other ailment that needs treatment.

Florida’s Wonderland of Nature 


By Leonard Hall 


EVERGLADES NATIONAL 
PARK, Fla. March 15. 

WITH A FEW DAYS of leisure 
following three strenuous weeks 
of lecturing across seven states, 
we drove to the southernmost tip 
of the Florida mainiand for a 
few days of sun and recreation 
in Everglades National Park. 
This unique part of our conti- 
nent has an interesting natural 
history and we enjoy visiting it 
whenever the opportunity arises. 

The volcanic upthrust on which 
the Florida peninsula rests is the 
result of activity that took place 
millions of years ago and the 
area has been quiescent ever 
since. It would still be under 
water, except that successive in- 
vasions and withdrawals of the 
ocean during the recurring ice 
ages laid down deep layers of 
limestone which finally protrud- 
ed above the surface. One of 
these layers makes up the 
keys and the other runs 
southward along the edge of the 
mainiand. Far over along the 
western edge of the peninsula is 
another land ridge running north 
to south. Between the two is a 
shallow bowl-like depression that 
makes up the Everglades. Down 
this depression from Lake Okee- 
chobee to the southern tip of 
the continent runs a strange, 90- 
mile-wide, barely moving, invis- 
ible river. 

The Seminole Indians have a 
name for this broad stream that 
drifts through the saw grass for 
120 miles with only an inch or 
two of fall to the mile. They call 
it ‘‘Pa-hay-o-kee”’ or Grassy Wa- 
ters. Nowhere in this vast area is 
there any elevation of more than 
10 feet above sea level; a charac- 
teristic that makes for marsh- 
land. For once, the English name 
is as descriptive as that of the 
Indians, for Everglades means 
literally, ‘‘sunny place that goes 
on forever,’’ nothing could better 
describe this broad, sun-drenched 
sub-tropical region that makes 
up one of the last great wilder- 
nesses on our continent. And 
wilderness it will very probably 
remain, because it is extremely 
difficult to penetrate. 7 

The land-bound visitor to Ever- 
glades Park is confined by the 
difficulty of the terrain to a se- 
verely circumscribed journey 
over the few existing roads and 
nature trails. The boatman has 
a vastly expanded opportunity 
for exploration through the wa- 
ters of Florida Bay and into 
Whitewater Bay which flows 
west into the Gulf of Mexico.

Less 
conspicuous but of equal interest 
to the birders who come here 
are countless specie. of land 
birds that live, winter, or pass 
through here on migration—bald 
eagies, osprey, hawks of many 
kinds, owls, the Audubon’s cara- 
cara, wild turkeys, and on down 
to the tiniest warbiers. 


The mammals are here, as 
well, although less visible to the 
average and untrained eve. Rac- 
coons abound, sometimes in 
numbers that threaten the rook- 
eries of the big wading birds. 
Deer manage to find sustenance 
in the pine woods, while the park 
probably contains more panthers 
than any area of similar size in 
America. Signs are seen occa- 
sionally of the black bear, al- 
though this fellow is not numer- 
ous,.A few raccoons grow tame 
and frequent the park camp- 
grounds, as black bears do in 
the west. The other animals are 
seen more rarely; generally 
along the back trails and often- 


est at dawn and dusk. 


The flora of the park is a 
strange mixture of the typically 


tropical West Indian plant life, | 


with other species that grow 
over a wide portion of eastern 
United States. Mahogany, gumbo 
limbo, mangrove in the salt 
water, palms, Caribbean pine, 
orchids and bromeliads grow on 
the slightly raised “hammiocks,” 
especially in the areas af 
heaviest rainfall. But we also 
find trees like the hackberry and 
some other northern species
